Turning Cows to Grass. 


In turning cows to grass, the question 
often arises whether it is better to keep 
them confined to a smal! enclosure, until 
grass becomes so large and plenty that 
they car fill themselves readily, and sub- 
sist wholly upon it, or to give them the 
range of the whole pasture, or a large 
share of it, and let them change gradually 
from hay to grass, as the latter slowly 
comes forward. These questions anunally 
occur to every dairyman, and are an- 
swered, sometimes one way and some- 
times the other. They are questions that 
ought to be carefully considered. Those 
who favor the practice of keeping cows 
yarded and entirely away from grass, till 
they can live upon it wholly, urge that 
the appetite of the cows is so much af- 
fected by a taste of grass, that they will 
so far lose their relish for hay as not to 
eat enough to keep up their flesh and 
strength, and consequently are best off 
not to taste it at all, till there is enough 
for them to subsist on wholly. This is 
one view of the question. Those who 
prefer letting their cows run over a wide 
range and nip the grass as soon as it 
starts, say that it is better for them, or 
any other stock, to change from dry feed 
to green, gradually ; and that the season 
for dry food, always too long, is stretched 
to its utmost, by prohibiting a taste of 
grass till it is plenty enough to live upon. 

There is some force in this reasoning. 
A sudden and radical change of food, 
either for man or beast, is always attended 
with ill consequences. The condition of 
the stomach and bowels, and the quality 
of the digestive agents, adapt themselves

Feed and Treatment of Horses. 


Hay and oats make the best feed for 
borses that are obliged to work hard and 
regularly. If the hay is cut fine and the 
oats bruised or ground, the whole mixed 
and moistened, the borse will eat his -ra- 
tions quicker, digest them sooner, and 
thus have more time for resting and re- 
newing his power for labor. Farmer's 
bores that work littie during the winter 
“fime may be kept cheaper by cutting and 
mixing bright straw and hay in equal 
quantities, and adding a ration of steamed 
potatoes or raw carrots. Colts should bx 
fed liberally on good bay—bright clover 
is best—and bruised oats; give them a 
roomy box stall in stormy weather and 
juring nights. Litter freely, and do not 

tthe manure accumulate under them 
Sewdust or spent tan makes good and 
convenient bedding; im cities and vil- 
Jages they are often cheaper than straw. 
Groom horses well and let them have 
exercise every day; a run in the yard is 
excellent. See that stable floors over 
basements are sound and strong. Ar-

General Joseph Palmer. 


On the second day of November, 1746, 
in the good ship Wilmington, commanded 
by Captain Adams, there arrived at Bos- 
ton, from England, two young men who 
afterwards became prominent in the pyb- 
lic affairs of Massachusetts. The elder 
of thetwo was Joseph Palmer, the young- 
er Richard Cranch. Mr. Palmer was 
the son of John Palmer and Joan Pearse, 
and was born March 31, 1716, orabout that 
year, in Higher Abbotsrow, Devonshire. 
In April 1745, he married Mary Cranch, 
his cousin and sister of Richard Cranch. 
When the young couple arrived in 
America she was in the bloom of her 
beauty, and to personal attractiveness, 
she added the charms of a cultivated 
mind. The union was a very happy one 
and during the forty-three years that it 
lasted, was marked by a degree of chiv- 
alrous regard and admiration on the 
part of Mr. Palmer that might well be 
termed woman worship. This is abund- 
antly evident from his letters to his wife. 

Mr. Palmer was possessed of ample 
means and soon after his arrival he 
purchased a tract of land in that part of 
old Braintree called Germantown, which 
he proceeded to improve by the erectior. 
of a dwelling house for himself, and 
works of considerable extent for the 
manufacture of common salt, chemical 
salts, spermaceti candles, and glass ware. 
These works were not probably erected 
all at one time, but followed one another 
at not very long intervals. During the 
building of his house, which was con- 
structed upon a plan combining elegance, 
convenience, and magnitude, he occupied 
a small house near to the water and op- 
posite Quincy Point. The building had | 
no sooner been completed, than it was | 
destroyed by fire the night of the same | 
day. It had been set on fire by a mali-| 
cious boy whom Ms. Palmer bad punished | 
for an offence. Although great effort | 
was made to take the offender, he was 
never seen in that neighborhood after 
the day of the fire, nor was any informa- | 
tion obtained of his whereabouts. But} 
Mr. Palmer was nota man to be dis-| 
couraged, and soon had another large 


£04 commodious dwelling ‘erected upon 
the site of the mrst one. It is described 


by one of his grand daughters who lived 
in itand in the farm bouse near by, for 
several years of her childhood, as having 
been magnificent. It was, she 
three stories in height, and had two 
“boudoirs'’ built out from it on two| 
sides, a portico, and other belongings | 
which delighted her youthful faney.
